TO-MORROW’S MEETING. 


It is very desirable that the im migration 
m eeting to he held to morrow should be a 
thoroughly representative one. 
Now that 
the northern California m ovem ent is well 
under way, Sacram ento m ust he up and 
doing, or she will not receive that share of 
the anticipated benefits that of right should 
be hers. 
The local organization should be 
engaged in with a broad and liberal spirit, 
and set upon its feet with such a determ i­ 
nation to achieve im portant results as will 
gnarantec their accom plishm ent. The busi­ 
ness m en of this city have a deep and espe­ 
cial interest in the success of the undertak­ 
ing, and they, least of all others, can afford 
to have it fail, or operated in any half­ 
hearted way. T he interests of the people 
in the county at large are scarcely less im ­ 
portant. 
They are especially interested in 
the increase of values and the reduction of 
taxation. 
T hat these will result within the 
course of a few years as sequent to the ef­ 
forts now being made is easily dem onstra 
hie. 
The spirit with which the work has 
been entered upon in Colusa, Sutter, Yolo, 
Teham a and Y uba already indicate that in 
this work of infusing new blood into north­ 
ern California we are to have vigorous and 
generous rivalry for the local benefits,

behooves' us in Sacramento, therefore, to he

DISCOVERY. 


) said of Dr. Koch’s dis­ 
intiera germ 
c ir e r y of the cholera germ, we are not 
surprised to find that lii.s position is seri­ 
ously assailed by scientists. 
A writer in 
Naturechallenges the conclusion th a t the 
•m unia-ihaped bacilli found by Koch in 
the rice-water evacuations of cholera pa­ 
tients, and artificially cultivated hy him . 
are peculiar to cholera. T he writer affirm s 
th at in diarrheal discharges he has found 
a bacilli so closely resembling the comma- 
shaped th at he cannot sec any difference 
between them. Unless it is assumed, there­ 
fore, th at the cholera poison enters the sys­ 
tem only hy the alim entary canal, K och’s 
discovery is valueless. 
B ut it is the teach­ 
ing of all experience that it enters the sys­ 
tem through the respiratory organs also. 
If so, it m ust pass through the blood. 
Koch has not found the comma-shaped 
fcaciilus in the blood or tissues. 
It is re­ 
plied that the germ, finding entrance into 
the intestines, sets up a ferment that is 
absorbed into (he system ami produces the 
choleratic sym ptom s, and this, says the 
w riter in Nature, is possible, hut not proba­ 
ble, since it is established that in a large 
percentage of cases th e cholera virus enters 
by the respiratory organs, and, it m ust be 
assumed, passes into the general circula­ 
tion, and hence should he identified, if at 
*11, in the blood or tissues, 
Hven to the 
n m professional, it is thus made quite clear 
th a t Koch’s ‘ discovery” has not contrib- 
■t-ed to preventive medicine, nor, indeed, to 
rem edial m edicine' 
lie has m adc-a dis- 
wivery, the originality of which is ques­ 
tioned ; but he has hy no means proved the 
relation of the so-called germ to the canse 
of the disease; nor, indeed, has he shown 
that it is causative in any respect. 


A largo num ber of the counties of tlie 
State wiil he specially represented at the 
Cotton Centennial Exposition at New Or­ 
leans. W e may take it for granted that no 
exhibit from California will there he in 
place, not lahled with the nam e and descrip­ 
tion in brief, of the locality from which it 
hails. A very general effort is being made 
throughout the State by a num ber of active 
agencies to haveCalifornia well represented. 
Among these are the Fruit-Growers’ Asso­ 
ciation, the State Im m igration Association! 
the Land Agency of the Central Pacific Rail­ 
road, the official Commissioner, Colonel A n­ 
drews; the M ining Bureau, the W ine-Grow­ 
ers’ and W ool-Growers’ Associations, the 
commercial bodies of San Francisco, and 
others. 
It becomes a m atter of concern, 
therefore, to ask w hat is being done with 
regard to Sacram ento county being fairly 
represented at the great Exposition. So far 
as w ^ a u learn, w ith one exception, noth­ 
ing hR yet been done. W hatever benefits 
are to accrue from exposure of our products 
a t New Orleans, should in part come to 
Sacram ento county. 
B ut we m ay rest 
assured that nothing w ill he done for us hy 
others. 
W e m ust take care of ourow n con­ 
cerns. T he tim e is short, and whatever is 
done m ust be entered upon a t once. It has 
been suggested that at the first meeting of 
ihe new Im m igration Association to held 
to-morrow-afternoon, this m atter should be 
brought up, and] that the association while 
getting ready for its other and extended 
labors, can do no better than to take hold 
of this New Orleans business, and see to it 
th at Sacram ento has fair representation 
am ong the other counties. 
We know, for 
instance, that Butte, San Diego, Sutter, So­ 
noma, and San Joaquin will he specially 
prom inent with their county exhibits. We 
know too th at the fine county exhibit of 
Sacram ento a t the late State F air will, in 
greatest part, he forwarded to New Orleans. 
But, outside of and independent from that 
showing, we should m ake other efforts— 
first, to add to th at county e x h ib it; sec­ 
ond, to assure ourselves that the articles are 
shown with full credit to Sacram ento; 
third, to see th at some one is chosen to rep 
resent the county at the fair; fourth, to 
provide literature regarding our claims for 
increased population. There will be, doubt­ 
less, several of our public-spirited citizens 
in attendance at the Exposition from tim e 
to tim e between December and the last of 
¿Vpril next, Ihe period of the continuance 
of the fair. Possibly som e one of these 
m ay he induced to rem ain tlie whole ses­ 
sion, and to specially represent this county. 
It will be an economic measure to have a 
special representative, to whom inquirers 
m ay apply. But if this is deemed im prac­ 
ticable, we m ay at least prepare and fur­ 
nish for distribution am ong the people 
who visit the California section a concise 
docum ent containing reliable information 
regarding this portion of tlie átate, and es­ 
pecially the desirability of Sacramento 
county as a place of residence, and for en­ 
gaging in m anufacturing, agriculture, hor­ 
ticulture, viticulture, etc. Such a docu­ 
m ent—not too extended—can easily he pre­ 
pared in Lime for the opening, and a m ill­ 
ion or more copies worked from stereo- 
ty]<c platas at a cost not at all large when 
the benefits of such distribution arc taken 
into account. 
In short, the New Orleans 
Exposition presents work for the new Im ­ 
migration Association ready to its hand, 
ami lo neglect which will he to neglect a 
specially favorable opportunity to invite 
attention to our county. T he suggestion 
would therefore appear to he a wise one, 
and we trust that the meeting to-morrow 
will commend the m atter to the Board of 
Directors to be chosen, with a request that 
im m ediate action he taken. This opportu­ 
nity to begin a good work is a rare good 
one, and should not he allowed to escape 
us, as we know it will not some of our 
neighbors. 


T ub opponents of the levee im provem ent 
scheme do well to announce th at they

ject.” 
Defeat, such as m et them , should he 
gracefully accepted. The pettifogging pica 
that the present situation justifies the late 
opposition is a beggarly attem pt to wring 
consolation front hopeless defeat.

Tlie Convention o f Fruit-Growers. 
San F rancisco, October 2d.—The evening ses­ 
sion of the Fruit-Growers’ Convention last night 
was a joint meeting of the State Horticultural 
Society and the Convention. 
It was voted to send J. M. Hixson, of San Fran­ 
cisco, and W. H. Jessup, of Haywards, as Com­ 
missioners with the fruit exhibit collected under 
the auspices of the State Horticultural Society, 
to New Orleans. 
At the suggestion of Mr. DeLoDg, Mr. Frank 
Buck was added to the Commission. 
Mr. Buck said he was going to New Orleans at 
any rate, and he expected to pay all his own 
expenses. 
After the Commission was agreed upon, Mr 
Hixson said that if the society was going to pay 
Mr. Jessup a compensation he wanted the soei 
ety to place him on the same footing; not that 
he wanted tlie society to be at any expense, but 
in order that it might not appear that he was 
simply a supernumerary, who was permitted by 
the society to go as its Commissioneronly for the 
honor of the thing. 
A protracted discussion followed this. The 
low state of funds in the treasury was kept 
prominently in view. Dr. John Hastings, of 
Fresno, said if necessary he would contribute 
8100 toward paying Mr. Jessup’s expenses. Mr. 
Delxing said he would contribute a like amount. 
Mr. Hatch moved that Mr. Jessup be paid §130 
per month for one month from December 1st, to 
go to New Orleans to aid in taking charge of the 
exhibit for that time. Carried. 
The society resolved also to see that the pas­ 
sage of Mr. Hixson to New Orleans is paid if it 
is required. 
Mr. Hixson said that if the society had voted 
to give him n compensation, as was proposed to 
give Mr. Jessup, he should have returned it to 
the society. 
Tlie State Horticultural Society adjourned to 
meet again on the last Friday in October, and 
the Convention adjourned till 10 o'clock this 
morning. 
• rSECOXD DISPATCH. 1 
San F rancisco, October 2d.—The Convention 
met again this morning. Mr. Hatch presiding. 
Mr. White, of Placer county, thought that the 
subject of fertilizers should be taken up. In 
this county tlie question of fertilizers would soon 
be an important one. The fruit interest in Placer 
is young yet, but all kinds of fruit seem to suc­ 
ceed, especially the peach. The interest is con­ 
stantly increasing. The country is adapted to 
fruit c'uRure. and the outlet is good, while*and 
is cheaper than elsewhere. Granges do well, 
nnd this season the trees are doing well. The 
trees and fruit are clean, likethose in Riverside. 
There has been but little trouble from insect 
pests or scales. The soil seems specially adapted 
to fruit trees, which the exception of apricots 
and apples, which, however,do passably well. 
Dr. i IhayKn spoke of the charcoal fungus, and 
said th at it was hard to tell what would be a 
¿remedy. As yet no efficient remedy has been 
discovered. This fungus can be found all over 
the átate. 
It affects almond, apricot, cherry, 
peacli and plum trees. The best remedy is 
whale-oil soap, tobacco, sulphur and sulphate of 
iron. 
' 
Mr. Milco said that the slitting of the bark on 
the north side of the tree from the crotch to the 
root had enabled one orchard to escape this pest 
for two years. After this was done tlie trees im­ 
proved m vigor, and the fruit lias been dean 
and good. 
Dr. Kimball thought that the slitting of the 
trees, as Dr. Chapin said, increased the vigor of 
trees by giving increased vigor to the circulation 
of sap. He did not think that slitting would af­ 
fect the growth of fungus. 
Dr. Chapin said that the work of discovering 
remedies was necessarily slow. The subject of 
fungoid diseases is a very important one : buthe 
hopes to discover something of use from certain 
experiments that he is now conducting. 
Mr. Aiken thought that the causes of the 
fungus, at least that which attacks apples, were 
climatic, and was due to a wet and cold .soil and 
cold winds. 
I)r. Kimball did not tliingthis theory could be 
made to apply in his county. The disease has 
crept from one variety of fruit to another, and 
now has attacked even the Bartlett pear and 
Winter Nellis. 
He has noticed a tendency 
of late years of • fungoid grow th# to attack all 
kinds of vegetation. 
. 
Mr. CadweU said that several years ago a laic 
rain spoiled his apples by producing fungoid 
growths. He had to graft all over again, and 
has not been troubled until this year, when 
there werengain laterains. The fungus hasagain 
appeared, and lias ruined all apples except 
Baldwins. This year he sprayed his pear trees 
with a strong solution of lye, and gol a good 
crop of pears, but misshapen and off-color, 
lie 
thought that a strong iye would enable a good 
crop of pears to be raised. He had noticed that 
in Green valley, where there is perfect protec­ 
tion from wind and a good exposure to sun, 
there is not an apple this year. 
W. C. West, of Stockton, thought that the dis­ 
ease was due to cold and wet springs and sum­ 
mers 
Mr. White had not seen any blight in pears in 
the. foothill region, and he therefore thought 
that cold and moisture must be its cause. 
T he S uprem e C ourt on th e T erm of Office 
o f J u s tic e s o f th e P ea ce . 
San F rancisco, October 2d.—The Supreme 
Court, in bank, was occupied this morning in 
listening lo arguments in the ease of Bnyley vs. 
Th’ Supervisors of Han Joaquin County. It is a 
test ease in regard to the election of Justices of 
the Peace, and the points at issue can be con­ 
densed into the queries: Are Justices of the 
Peace town or judicial officers, nnd are they 
elected for two or four years ? The Supervisors 
of San Joaquin county declined to call an elec­ 
tion for Justices, and accordingly Mr. Bayley 
applied for a writ of mandate to comjiel them 
to do so. This morning David S. Terry, repre­ 
senting the petitioner, and J. J. Burt, of San 
Jose, filed a brief, as amicus curiae, on his be­ 
half. The respondents wore represented by Mr. 
Bergin and by J. Campbell, of San Joaquin, the 
latter filing a brief. After hearing arguments 
from Judge Terry and Mr. Bergin, the Court 
took the m atter under advisement. The know­ 
ing ones of Department Three anticipate a 
speedy decision in favor of an c-lcction being 
ordered. 
Judgm ent Affirmed. 


S a n Francisco, October 2d —The Supreme 
Court has affirmed the judgment of the lower 
Court in the ease of Bland vs. the Southern 
Pacific Railroad Company. This was a case in 
which the plaintiff recovered damages for in­ 
juries received by a forcible ejection from a 
train. The company appealed from the decision 
on several technical grounds in regard to the 
Judge’s ruling and evidence admitted ; but the 
main point was that plaintiff contributed to his 
injuries by walking to the nearest station, Santa 
("iara, instead of resting at a house until he 
could obtain a carriage. The Court holds that 
the walk became a direct consequence of the 
expulsion within the rule which allows dam­ 
ages for the direct consequences of any trespass.

The Conference was called to order at 
8:30 a . m. yesterday, Bishop Castle in the 
ubair. 
After the usual devotional exercises of 
the Conference, special prayer was otiered 
for Bev. J. L. Field, the presiding elder of 
the Sacram ento District, and former pastor 
of the Sacram ento charge, who is in a eriti- 
eol condition at his residence at Wood- 
bi-idge, California. 
Iter. E. Bast, of the Iowa < ¡(inference, was 
received on his transfer ; and W. T. King, 
of Y olo; J. It. Lone, of S hasta; Jam es 
Payne, of Fresno, and J. H. McLane, of 
Sacram ento cdunty, lay delegates, were ad­ 
m itted on their credentials as lay delegates 
from their respective iields of labor. 
The Conference then proceeded to hear 
reports from the various charges. These 
were full of interest. 
Itev. J. Ackerson, of Itolinerville, con­ 
tributed $1,000 towards the perm anent fund 
of the United Brethren missions. 
Itev. C. W : Wells, of the Colorado Con­ 
ference. was irlvlied to an advisory scat in 
the Conference. 
itev. C. McKelvcy, of the Kingsley M. E. 
Ohureh of this city, was introduced to the 
Conference. 
Itev. E. H arrow , of Upper Lake, was 
transferred to the W alla W alla Conference. 
The Secretary of the Conference was in­ 
structed to extend the sym pathy and con­ 
fidence of the Conference to Itev. D. Eby, 
Rohnerville, California, an aged m em ber of 
the California m inistry of the Church. 
Numerous requests came in from city 
churches to supply the city pulpits on Sab­ 
bath morning. 
A fter thirty m inutes of devotional exer­ 
cises, the Conference adjourned until 2 
C. M. 
AFTERNOON SESSION. 
Conference resum ed business at 2 i*. m. 
Rev. 1>. Sliuck presented an excellent re­ 
port on church erection, in which he recom­ 
mended the appointm ent of a comm ittee 
to secure a fund for the purpose of aiding 
the poorer Churches to erect houses of 
worship. 
The resolution called outscveral speeches, 
am ong theni an earnest appeal by Mr. 
( buck, who stated that a sim ilar paper was 
adopted in 1582 by the Conference in this 
«¡tute, 
lie inquired for the lost document, 
and hoped to resurrect its spirit by adopt­ 
ing this paper. The paper was adopted, 
and Shuck, Gillett and Beck constituted 
the suggested committee. 
The report on publishing interest, by 
Rev. W. L. De M unbroun, was beard with 
interest. It highly commends the literature 
of the church published at Dayton, Ohio. 
The paper showed the basis of the business 
of the United Brethren Publishing House 
to he $200,(HX), and that there was a con­ 
stant increase in all its departm ents. The 
report mctnoralized the next General Con­ 
ference to establish a paper on this coast. 
The report was adopted.

The so-called People’s party of California held 
a County Convention in Pioneer Hall yesterday, 
for the purpose of nominating a county ticket, 
and electing a County Central Committee. They 
had no regularly elected delegates, but accepted 
as members of the Convention all who were in 
favor of Butler and West for the Presidency and 
Vice-Presidency. No test was used, and all who 
so desired took part in the deliberations of the 
body. 
J. D. Jost, Chairman of the county organiza­ 
tion, called the m eeting to order at 10 a. w., 
some twenty-live persons being present, and 
Noble Fisher acted as temporary Chairman. 
Committees were appointed on Credentials, 
Platform and Resolutions, and Permanent Or­ 
ganization, and then the Convention took a re­ 
cess until 1 o’clock. 
On reassembling the Committee on Creden­ 
tials rejiorted that the following name» had 
been handed In, and recommended that they be 
admitted as members of tbe Convention: J. P.

H. Anderson, E. Baldwin, George Max 
field, C. .Smith—total, 28. 
F. Woodward. Chairman of the Committee on 
Platlorm and Resolutions, read the following

5. Thut the party in power, with the resources 
of this Republic at its back, that has to rely 
upon any foreign aid, money or production, in 
time of war, jusily deserves the Contempt of the 
American people. 
6. That the fees o f office he reduced to the 
price of the skilled labor. 
7. We believe that use and occupancy of a 
limited quantity should be the only title to laud. 
8. We are in favor o f the Government pur­ 
chasing, at the average price they have been 
assessed at, all the principal railroads, tele­ 
graph lines anil large tracts of agricultural 
lands, and to manage and control the carrying 
trade. 
9. We are opposed to surety bonds; if the peo­ 
ple elect a tlnef, let the people sutler for It, and 
not two or three bondsmen. 
10. That we deny that gold or silver is n 
necessity in money ; and affirm that the use of 
them as such has enslaved three-quarters of the 
people of this boasted land of liberty. 
11. That we indorse the nomination of Benja­ 
min F. Butler and A. M. West respectively for 
President and Vice-President of the United 
States. 
12. That the Republican administration, by 
changing our paper m oney into untaxed inter­ 
est-bearing bonds, fur the benefit of the Shyloeks 
of Europe and Wall street, has made forty 
m illions of slaves and tramps, in place of four 
m illions set free by the war.

A m u se in cu ts. 
J u b ile e S in g e r s.— The Nashville Stu­ 
dents—jubilee singers—gave a concert at 
the Congregational Church last night. The 
troupe consists of eight persons. Seven are 
vocalists and one a pianist.. There are two 
bassos, two tenors, two sopranos and a con­ 
tralto. The vocalists all have sweet and 
trained voices. The sopranos are not ro­ 
bust, but the quality of tlicir tones is sym ­ 
pathetic, clear and very sweet, and they 
give evidence of culture. 
The bassos 
are strong voices, 
of 
resonance 
and 
v ig o r; 
the tenors are of even qual- 
ty : 
the contralto is a strong, vigor­ 
ous and confident voice, and of very sweet 
tone. The pianist is a good accompanist, 
and as a soloist won deserved applause. 
The entertainm ent was divided into three 
parts. 
The first embraced the 
jubilee 
songs; the second three selections of a 
higher order, and two character songs; the 
third presented the company in the attire 
of " th e plantation h a n d ” in the slavery 
days, w hen nine num bers were given with 
m uch more of the abandon and enthusiasm 
characteristic of plantation melodist. Many 
of the num bers were encored and repeated, 
or other selections rendered, m aking the 
whole program m e consist of some thirty- 
five musical pieces, and yet it occupied less 
than two hours of tim e. 
The first soprano 
was especially happy in some difficult solos, 
and in sustained tones w ith dim inuendo 
effects gave some good examples of vocal 
power. As a whole, it is to be pronounced 
a good troupe—musically superior to any 
jubilee singers th at have appeared h e re ; a 
troupe th at places jubilee singing consider­ 
ably higher, musically, titan the m ost of 
such 
organizations, 
and 
tiiat 
doc-s 
not 
caricature 
it, 
or 
present 
it 
w ith extrem e low comedy, or burlesque 
effects. Evidently this company was under 
some restraint in regard to the enthusiasm 
which should accompany jubilee singing, 
due probably to some unw arranted precau­ 
tions impressed upon it regarding the grav­ 
ity necessary to be preserved in a church 
auditorium in Sacramento. Considerably 
less of restraint in this regard would greatly 
enhance these entertainm ents, since there 
is nothing in them at all inconsistent w ith 
the surroundings of last evening. 
B ut it is 
a good troupe and gives a clearer idea of the 
spirit of the old-time plantation and camp- 
meeting devotional expressions of the un­ 
tutored slave of the old South, than any 
company that lias appeared here. In many 
respects the concert music, independent of 
the slave songs, was of a superior order. 
To-night an entirely new program m e will 
be presented, and it will certainly draw a 
good house.

Modoc county, 
as your readers are aware. lies in the ex­ 
treme northeastern corner of the State, and 
the chief industry is stock-raising. 
Most of 
the county consists of high table lands, 
covered with the linesi bunch grass, and 
capable of supporting ten times the num­ 
ber of cattle, iiorses and sheep now ranging 
on them. Water is abundant everywhere, 
and it would be hard to find a place where 
there are not cither springs or running 
water within two or three miles. 
The hay and grain lands lie in the valleys 
of Surprise, Goose Lake, Pit River and Big 
Valley, and although most claimed, are not 
nearly all cultivated, not onc-tcnththegrain 
and hay being produced that might he if 
there was a matket for it; and were the 
country stocked as it should be there ‘would 
be a market. 
All vegetables and fruits except those of 
a semi-tropical nature are 
produced in 
abundance, apples and small fruits being 
exceptionally good, both in size and flavor. 
With railroad communication with the out­ 
side world, the country wouldbe rapidly fill­ 
ed up, hut wecan do without that very well if 
we had more stock-raisers. and there is no 
business which will yield larger returns. 
Cattle, horses and sheep always sell read­ 
ily, and the market is right at home. Num­ 
bers of stock-buyers come here every year 
from the lower country, arid arc glad to 
pay reinuiterative prices right at the ranch 
ef s corral for beef cattle or large horses. 
Hay land is cheap, and hay can he put up 
at an expense of about $J per ton, and it is 
usually considered that, one year with an­ 
other, oi*»' ton will winter one cow or horse.
